After MVH. Bryant died, in 18G6, says 


Heury D. Sedgwiok, Jr. , in The Atlan- 
tic, Bryant betook himself for consola- 
tion to tho "Iliad" and the "Odyssey," 
which he completely translated before 
December, 1871, at the age of 77. There 
are few things more touching than this 
comfort tenderly given by man to man 
across the gap of 2, £00 years. 
Nothing 


famishes a more eloquent argument of 
the worth of poetry and of its profound 
humanity than this. Tho translation ol 
Homer is a very personal matter and 
Beems to stir some of ' those fires in the 
human breast that bnra only in front of 
its own penat?s. Pope's translation was 
a success, Cowper's wus a success, sc 
were Lord Derby's and Mr. Bryant's. 
Mr. Lang and his associates, also Pro- 
fessor Palmer, have made excellent 
translations. 


All these renderings are very differ- 


ent, one from another, and doubtless owe 
their respective successes to the variety 
among readers. Tiiero is one class of 
people which has never read the Greek, 
another that has load and forgotten, a 
third and small class which compares 
tho translation and the original, "and 
there arc other persons still who con- 
demn nil translations of Homer without 
reading them. Bryant's work is said to 
lie faiilii'ul lo Jhe original, Lut the sto- 
rieg oi Ilhmi and of CUywicus feel some- 
what ill ;U case in English blank verse.

The United Statea-doea not produce 


enough wool nor enough hides to sup- 
ply the home demand, For some 
reason those, or at least many of those 
who favor a high tariff on wool insist 
that hides shall be kept on the free 
list, though there is not an argument 
advanced in favor 'of a duty on wool 
that doea not apply to hides. Eastern 
leather manufacturers want hides ad- 
mitted free and tariff placed on leather 


-. and manufactures of leather. Eastern 


leather manufacturers want free wool, 
bat to conciliate Western wool growers 
they accede to their demand for a duty 
on wool, provided always that the 
tariff on woolen goods is proportion- 
ately increased. 


It is an undisputed fact that at least 


twenty persons would be benefltted 
more or less by a tariff on hides, to 
every individual that would derive a 
benefit from a duty on wool, aa the 
proportion of the population who have 
cattle is at least twenty to o/ery one 
who has sheep.

Some of the Articles Inolnded in the 


Bills for the Hospital for Mental i U- 
eaies, 


The Gazette seems to have found a 


"mare's nest" in the bills allowed for 
supplies ,at the Hospital for Mental 
Diseases for'the months of April and 
May. 
These bills as published in the 


Carion Appeal show that for the two 
months $292 91 was allowed by the 
Board of Examiners for delicaeies. The 
word "delicacies" must have been a 
misprint for the word supplies, as an 
examination of the original bills on file 
in the office of the Board of Examiners 
discloses the fact that many of th.e 
articles could not be considered deli- 
cacies even tn these piping times of 
McKinley prosperity. For instance in 
the bills for the two months there are 
snohjtems as" $73 25 for smoking and 
plug tobacco $3 75 for pipes, $10 20 for 
brooms, $5 for caudles, besides harness, 
oil, stove polish, twine, etc, etc. There 
are also charges of "f31 03 for oats, and 
two stock pots for cooking, $12 90. 


These may be considered delicacies 


by some, but very many would class 
them as neosaities, 


Tnere are 200 patients at the Hospital 


besides attendants. 
The latter are 


boarded at the Institution and if the 
two bills were all for delicacies, and 
they certainly arj? not, they would not 
exceed 60 cents per month for each 
patient and attendant. 
One of the 


largest items is for tobacco, $73 25 for 
the two months. 
That 13 about the 


only delicacy, and no leas a personage 
than William H Seward, Secretary of 
State in war times, declared that to- 
bacco is one of the necessaries of life. 
It is furnished patients not only in 
hospitals, but in prisons, hnd it would 
be barbarous to deprive the menially 
afflicted in tbe Hospital for Mental 
Diseases of the solace of the pipe. 
Why the Gazette should attempt, as it 
has done on more than one occasion, to 
make it appear that the management 
of the Hospital is extravagant, in the 
face of the fact that the average cost 
per patient, including the salaries and 
board of atteadants was only 44 cents 
per day for the years 1895 and 1896, 
can only be surmised, and the surmise 
is that the Gazette in this instance, as 
in many others, lets its predjudices 
run not with its judgment, and that 
it willfully perverts facts in the vain 
endeavor to make it appear that the 
managemsnt of the Hospital for Men- 
tal Diseases is not, what it is generally 
tonceded to be, the most economical, 
and the treatment of patients aa en- 
lightened, humane and skillful as in 
any pabllc institution ia the United 
States.
